— VULCAN UNIT E.M.O. — 

PROTECTION FACTOR OF 100 
FOR FALLOUT SHELTERS 

Many persons have asked why a minimum pro¬ 
tection factor of 100 is recommended for fallout 
shelters. 

Acute radiation sickness can be practically elimi¬ 
nated if the radiation dose from fallout is not higher 
than 25 radiation units over a 48-hour period. 

Unprotected persons in a seriously affected area 
following an attack could receive about 2,500 radia¬ 
tion units from fallout. 

To reduce such a dose to 25 units, a person would 
need a shelter with a protection factor of 100. That 
is to say for every 100 units striking the outside of 
the shelter, only one unit would pass through the 
structure and reach the occupants. Out of the total 
2,500 units to which a person in the open would be 
exposed, only 25 units would penetrate to the people 
occupying a fallout shelter with a protection factor 
of 100.
